What is diabetes? 

Basically, it’s the result of a person’s inability 
to produce enough insulin, the important hor- 
manufactured in the which 
changes sugar and starches into energy.

sufficient insulin, sugar levels increase in 
the blood and urine. This is diabetes. In un- 
controlled diabetes, the body uses fats in place of 
carbohydrates, and consequently piles up an ex- 
cess of fatty acids. These poison the system, re- 
sulting in a condition known as acidosis, which, 
in turn, can lead to diabetic coma and possibly 
death 

How can you determine whether you have 
diabetes? There are a number of symptoms you 
can recognize yourself 

1. Weakness, drowsiness, hunger. Because the 
sugar in his blood is not being changed into 
energy, the diabetic seems to suffer from malnu- 
trition. He lacks vitality and finds it difficult to 
work a normal 8-hour day. 


2. Excessive urination—especially at night. 
[he diabetic’s kidneys work overtime to remove 


the excess sugar in the urine.

3. Abnormal thirst. Frequent urination “‘de- 
hydrates” the diabetic, so he’s always thirsty. 

4. Rapid loss of weight. Since his body can’t 
fully utilize food, the diabetic loses weight no 
matter how much _ he (Paradoxically, 
though, diabetes and excess weight are often 
closely linked, as we'll see later. ) 

5. Blurred vision. Diabetes often has bizarre 
effects on eyesight. 

6. Itching of the skin, boiis, carbuncles, slow 
healing of cuts and bruises, pain in fingers and 
toes. 

Any of these symptoms calls for a visit to the 
family physician, who will usually make simple 
tests on the urine and blood.

There are other symptoms which are some- 
times harder to detect, or which don’t immedi- 
ately seem linked to diabetes. A recently pub- 
lished study of more than 1,100 patients at the 
New York Medical College shows these to be: 

1. Overweight. Although obesity itself hasn't 
been proved a cause of diabetes, 80 per cent of 
diabetic adults are obese when the disease is first 
discovered. 

2. A family history of diabetes. A person born 
into a diabetic family is more likely to become 
diabetic himself. If two diabetics marry, a// their 
children will eventually become diabetic. If a 
diabetic marries a carrier (someone with a pre- 
disposition to the disease), there is a 50 per cent 
chance their children will develop diabetes. If a 
carrier marries a noncarrier, it’s highly improb- 
able that the children will develop the disease. 
It is estimated that one out of four people—42

[he onset of diabetes is slow and 
insidious. In the adult, it some- 
times lies dormant for vears. But in 
children, symptoms are likely to 
appear suddenly—and diabetes in 
children is invariably severe. Too 
often, parents don’t recognize the 
obvious symptoms until the case is 
far advanced. A young child who

suddenly becomes a bed-wetter is 
punished for misbehavior rather 
than taken to a doctor. This child 
may be pre-diabetic. The same is 
true of a child who suddenly drinks 
enormous amounts of water. For- 
tunately, childhood diabetes is 
comparatively rare, affecting only 
about one in 3,000 youngsters be- 
low age 15. 


Mare than ever before, the diabet- 
ic has a good chance of leading a 
full, normal. life. In 1921, two 
young Canadian scientists, Fred- 
erick Grant Banting and Charles 
H. Best, discovered a life line for 
diabetics—insulin. Their discov- 
ery has saved countless lives. In- 
deed, many patients who were first 
treated with this new extract in 
1922 are still alive today. Insulin 
now comes in many forms—short- 
and long-acting—to fit the needs 
of individual patients. 

Diabetics can make simple tests 
to chart safe sugar levels and de- 
tect danger signs. The easiest self- 
test consists of putting 5 drops of 
urine into a test tube, then 10 
drops of water, and adding a pre- 
pared tablet to the mixture. The 
color that appears indicates the 
level of sugar. 

Perhaps the greatest advance 
since insulin has been the recent 


discovery of a drug which is taken 
orally. Only one form of this drug 
—Orinase—has been approved for 
prescription so far, but for some 
diabetics Orinase has completely 
replaced insulin. It has been espe- 
cially successful for patients over 
40 who formerly required only 
small amounts of insulin. 

If scientists can discover exactly 
how this drug reduces blood sugar 
levels, they may be on the brink of 
discovering the precise cause of di- 
abetes. This, of course, could lead 
to effective preventive measures 
and to a cure itself. Recently, there 
have been these advances: 

1) The infinitely complex insulin 
molecule has been broken down. 
Medical scientists can now seek the 
specific “‘ingredient’”’ which bene- 
fits diabetics. 

2) A new oral drug called Dia- 
binese is said to be effective for 
diabetics over 30 who did not re- 
spond to earlier oral therapy. 

3) Another oral drug called 
“DBI” is being tested. It offers 
hope of helping younger diabetics 
unaided by Orinase. 

4) On the theory that diabetes 
may be caused by an enzyme, ene 
researcher is seeking antidotes for 
the enzyme, and has already iso- 
lated substances which seem to re- 
duce its action. 

5) The discovery of the sulfas 
and “‘miracle”’ antibiotics has cut 
down the complications of diabetes 
and has extended the diabetic’s 
life. 

Today there are uncounted dia- 
betics who have reached age 70 
and beyond, having lived happy, 
productive lives. Tomorrow there 
will be even more. 








What about leit-handers?

Wy the right hand is dominant 
with most people (over 88 per cent 
in our society) is not known. Ani- 
mals do not appear to prefer one 
paw to the other, and early humans 
were more nearly ambidextrous 
than are their descendants. 
Among the more popular theo- 
ries we have: left-handedness is 
hereditary ; it is an individual trait; 
it is purely learned, acquired by 
training or imitation, or even by 
chance. Some think it’s a form of 
negativism—one way a child op- 
poses his parents’ directions. 
Whatever the causes, there’s lit- 
tle doubt that it’s “handier”’ to be 
right-handed than left. Right- 
handers don’t have to worry about 
smearing the ink when they write, 
nor about elbowroom when they 
cut their meat. Until recently, 
everything from school desks to 
sports equipment was geared to the 
right-hander only 
Progress has been made toward 
more convenience and considera- 
tion for left-handers; still it re- 
mains a right-handed world. 
Dr. Gertrude Hildreth, a psy- 


chologist who has made an exten- 
sive study of handedness, says 
children in our civilization should 
be trained toward right-handed- 
ness in the basic manual skills. 

As a rule, young children are 
easily trained this way. When a 
baby begins to grasp his feeding 
spoon, you can place it in his right 
hand. Give him his toys on his 
right side, and when he begins to 
use crayons, show him how to hold 
them with his right hand. Most 
children go along with this. 

But what about the child who 
shows a strong left-handed tend- 
ency? Most parents shy away from 
making a change, fearing the child 
will be emotionally upset. 

Common sense is your best guide. 
Life will be more convenient for 
your child if he’s right-handed 
nothing awful happens if he’s not. 
In fact, left-handedness has often 
been an asset, as star “‘lefty’’ base- 
ball players can testify. 

If you decide to embark on hand- 
changing, there are two things to 
remember. Consistency is the first. 
You’ ve got to remember to show the 


child how to work with his right 
hand—he isn’t apt to remember 
himself. Confusion will result if he 
is not trained thoroughly in a given 
task—don’t leave him stranded be- 
tween hands. 

The second rule: Give up entire- 
ly if the going gets rough. This may 
become clear the very first day. If 
either you or your child takes the 
“test of strength” position (and 
this feeling wells up in the best of 
us), it’s time to quit.

CREDIT? 


By Gordon Greer 








; who follows the giddy fortunes of 
higher education must have detected, in re- 
cent months, the growth of a curious incon- 
sistency in America’s attitude toward its col- 
leges. Even as the air rings with shrill charges 
of second-rate schooling, we can see an in- 
creasingly fierce determination among the 
discontented to enroll their own kids anyhow. 
This eagerness to buy a product of questioned 
value is so great, in fact, that the federal gov- 
ernment, for the first time in history, has seen 
fit to make loans for assisting the purchase. It 
all suggests the atheist who, despite strong 
convictions, rushed his first-born off to be 
baptized, explaining guardedly, ‘‘Well, I 
could be wrong; why take chances?” 

The situation throws educators into a dou- 
ble-edged dither. Now, on top of somehow 
handling a record flood of students, they must 
convince nervous onlookers that colleges are 
doing a good job, or, where sober re-exami- 
nation shows that they aren’t, find fast roads 
to correction. Inevitably, money is mentioned. 
Schools already hard up for cash can’t meet 
new dilemmas without more funds. If stand- 
ards are high, so are costs. Progress must be 
paid for. And to pesky reminders that dollars 
are already flowing in to beat the band, cam- 
pus officials reply firmly: Not enough. Then 
they dig out figures to prove it. 

Where is the money to come from? In- 
creased revenue from the normal sources 
endowments, alumni contributions, private 
gifts, and, in the case of state colleges, legisla- 
tive appropriations—reflects a laudable will- 
ingness to help, but even this growing support 
is being outdistanced by need. Consequently, 
we’re in for higher tuitions. Hearing this, stu- 
dents and parents might throw up their hands 
in despair, asking, Where is this money to 
come from? Tuitions have more than doubled 
since 1940, and families with one or more 
members in college face an awesome financial 
ordeal. How much more can they take? 

Fortunately, each problem inspires its own 
solution. This time it’s college on credit. Edu- 
cators have borrowed a trick from commerce 
and are pushing Study Now, Pay Later plans 
designed to help their customers meet rising 
fees. After all, they reason, people go into debt 
for cars and refrigerators happily enough, why 
not for schooling? 

It isn’t a new idea; some states, in fact, have 
been offering college loans for a quarter cen- 
tury. Until recently, though, they had few 
takers. Students who couldn't afford college 
without help preferred summer jobs, part- 
time work, and scholarship assistance; they 
didn’t relish graduating in debt. But within 
the past year or so, three circumstances have 
given pay-later education a new push. First, 
students had trouble finding jobs during the 
recession, and lacked cash. Second, colleges 
reasserted their need, insisting, after Russia’s 
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sputnik was launched, that revenue would 
have to be boosted to meet the challenge. And 
third, the National Defense Education Act 
was passed, providing, among other things, 
federal funds for an ambitious student loan 
program. 

The government project is the most signifi- 
cant of these factors, offering, as it does, the 
advantages of a long-term loan service with- 
out the usual drawbacks. No _ interest is 
charged until a year after the borrower leaves 
school, for instance, and then just three per 
cent annually, with 10 years to pay. This is 
far below commercial rates. Also, no collat- 
eral is demanded; endorsement by an accred- 
ited school is enough. By terms of the law, any 
full-time student in good standing who shows 
financial need can be recommended, with 
special consideration going to future teachers 
and to anyone studying science, mathematics, 
engineering, or a modern foreign language. 
(Teachers hold a further advantage: half their 
debt is canceled, at the rate of 10 per cent a 
year for 5 years, if they work in public pri- 
mary or secondary schools after graduating.) 
Approved students can borrow as much as 
$1,000 a year, or $5,000 during their stay on 
campus, including graduate school. 


As a tentative first step designed partly to 
test interest, Congress voted only $6 million 
for loans to be awarded this term—just a 
small fraction of available funds. Appropria- 
tions will increase, though, in accordance 
with demand. Meantime, students whose 
states exhaust their allotments, which are 
based on population, can find similar bene- 
fits in various smaller loan plans, some fi- 
nanced by state governments, others by pri- 
vate foundations, banks, or healthily endowed 
colleges. In most cases, interest rates are 
slightly above the national program’s three 
per cent, the repayment period is generally 
shorter, and freshmen sometimes can’t quali- 
fy; but there are often compensations. At 
Princeton and Yale, for example, not only 
teachers, but ministers, too, can have their 
debt reduced by holding to their profession. 
And a few state-operated programs forgive all 
of a teacher’s debt—though in many cases the 
loans aren’t large enough to match in dollars 
the 50 per cent reduction of the federal plan. 
None of these loans involves collateral, but 
there’s little risk of nonpayment; default has 
been under one per cent. 

Because many schools are now combining 
loans with scholarships and campus jobs in 
hopes of helping as many qualified students 
as much as possible, the economic involve- 
ments of getting an education often beg the 
early assistance of experts. Most projects, like 
the federal one, are administered by the col- 
leges, so campus finance officers are the best 
source of detailed information and sound 
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counseling. High school juniors and seniors 
who want to look ahead should direct their 
questions to the college they plan to attend. 
Every loan depends on acceptance by a recog- 
nized school, so the admissions office is a 
would-be borrower’s first stop. 


Au of these programs—and several muta- 
tions that spread tuition over a year or more 
to avoid the shock of two lump payments— 
are, in one way or another, schemes for en- 


joying what you can’t yet pay for, and, conse- 


quently, deserve thankful endorsement. Col- 
lege on credit plainly offers overdue relief to 
good students hard-pressed for immediate 
cash. It would be foolish, though, to pretend 
ignorance of the dangers involved. Misinter- 
preted or misused by either schools, scholars, 
or outside friends and benefactors, the loan 
plan could easily lose its potential value to the 
point of proving harmful, and it might be 
wise, therefore, to investigate the issues early 
in the game, and to see what responsibilities 
are being put on whom, and how. 

The key figure in the whole operation, of 
course, and the one assigned the largest share 
of responsibility for its ultimate success or 
failure, is the student seeking an education he 
can’t pay for. His is the initial decision: first, 
is college worth the debt it entails; second, if 
so, can he carry the burden of that debt? 
These are not easy questions for a young man 
or woman with little money and less certainty 
about the future to answer. Honesty will fre- 
quently indicate that college should be passed 
up—a decision that might benefit those voting 
the other way, since it assures a more dedicat- 
ed group of students on campus. The flashy 
young man with a fondness for gaudy cars and 
easy living will, for instance, undoubtedly be 
among the missing. 

A different question concerns women. Does 
a girl have less chance for marriage if she 
owes a heavy debt? Backers of the loan pro- 
gram, discounting this ‘‘reverse dowry” prin- 
ciple, think not. They claim men consistently 
will choose women with a college  back- 
ground and a substantial debt over those 
without either. Maybe, maybe not. Bachelors 
don’t seem to be talking, and each girl must 
seek her own answer. It’s unsettling to imag- 
ine two ex-borrowers starting married life 
with a bill for, say, $8,000 framed in black 
over the mantel, but prospective credit stu- 
dents must face that possibility. 


Social analysts, who take a broader view of 


things, bring up, too, the matter of conform- 
ity. Young people are already subjected to 
too much outside pressure, these critics say. 
They’re forced into molds when they should 
be out taking a leisurely look at the world, sa- 
voring their post-graduate freedom and mak- 
ing well-considered plans for the future. Col-

through increased earning power) 
are more deeply concerned with 
preserving the present delicate bal- 
ance between the two. It would be 
tragic in many men’s eyes if misuse 
of student loans caused the scales 
to be tipped in either direction. 

That loans are designed to help 
students, not as a cure-all for high- 
er education’s financial infirmities, 
is something outsiders, too, must 
realize. There’s an _ impressive 
amount of money tied up in the 
Education Act—some $900 million 
for use over four years—but it will 
not significantly reduce the needs 
of colleges, and perennial donators 
who think it will, and who limit 
their contributions accordingly, 
will only heighten the chance of 
desperation fee increases and the 
chaos sure to result. 

It isn’t easy to embrace a project 
with debt at its core. Huge respon- 
sibilities are attached—in this case, 
to people with little similar experi- 
ence. But such considerations are 
not brought forth to undermine 
student loans—merely to spot from 
the beginning pitfalls which, if not 
recognized, might reduce their 
vast potential. Properly used, the 
loan program should give us ma- 
ture students, a higher level of 
scholarship, and new justification 
for investing in colleges. 

In the past, America has repeat- 
edly met moments of crisis by as- 
signing to education and youth its 
unhesitating trust, and never with 
later regret. Despite the harsh cries 
from nonbelievers, that faith still 
seems well placed. In fact, where 
else could we put it? If we can’t be- 
lieve in our schools, or in our sons 
and daughters, what can we be- 


lieve in?

Shrubs, vines, and trees: Water around azaleas and 
camellias, if soil dries between rains. . . . Hurry to set out 
rhododendrons, azaleas, and camellias for late winter and 
spring bloom. 

Annuals, perennials, and bulbs: Visit a nursery and 
select perennial plants in containers to set out for early spring 
bloom. . . . Start tuberous begonias and caladiums in shal- 
low containers of moist peat. Pot when roots are 2 inches long. 





Lawns: Make a list of lawn 
needs. Lay in pest and lawn 
food chemicals. Use neburon 
to get rid of chickweed. 

Shrubs and trees: Start dormant spraying of shrubs and 
trees before new buds appear. Spray when above 45 degrees. 

Annuals, perennials, and bulbs: Bring potted tulips and 
daffodils indoors to force into bloom for a preview of spring 
color. . . . Keep an eye on outdoor bulbs and carefully re- 
move leaves or other covering before the tops get more than 
2 inches tall. ...

e have done what no other generation could do. We 
have tamed the sun and put it to everyday use. 

In the past we've had to take the sun’s energy sec- 
ond-hand. Now, its rays take the place of gas, oil, coal, 
and electricity in a hundred ways. In India the sun 
cooks food. In Italy it irrigates fields. In Chile it purifies 
water. In Germany it cools and refrigerates. In the 
United States it heats homes and office buildings, runs 
clocks and radios, and purifies metals for jet and atomic 
engines. 

And this is only the beginning. Many scientists pre- 
dict a flood of solar-powered inventions, thrusting us 
into a solar-energized civilization within 30 years. Even 
the most cautious observers say the transition will take 
less than 100 years. 

The breakthrough came in 1954 when the Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories built solar photoelectric cells pow- 
erful enough to transmit phone calls. Activated by the 
sun’s rays, these cells, like those used in photographic 
light meters, generate electricity; linked to convention- 
al batteries, they create a nearly continuous, automatic 
supply of electricity even when the sun isn't shining. 
Today, improved versions of earlier cells serve auto- 
matic telephone relay stations. 


Other products are now close to final testing. In the 
heating industry, the day is fast approaching when solar 
heaters will be in wide use. Pilot heaters are now operat- 
ing in Colorado, Massachusetts, and Arizona, and in 


REACHING FOR THE SU N 





England and Japan. In Albuquerque, a solar-heated 
office building has been in successful operation since 
early 1956, 

Solar heaters are designed to augment, not replace, 
conventional radiant or forced-air.systems. The aim is 
lower fuel bills. In Boulder, Colorado, a recent year- 
long test in a five-room house showed that a solar heat- 
er, linked with a conventional gas-fired system, cut fuel 
costs 25 per cent. After design changes, fuel expenses 
were cut 50 per cent. 


The biggest drawback to solar heating is the problem 
of storage. Currently, the sun’s heat is transferred to 
water or air in flat, pan-like collectors mounted on, or 
built into, the roof. Heated water can be stored directly 
in tanks, but the heat in air must again be transferred 
to rocks, ceramic, or chemicals which absorb warmth 
for later release. This process can retain heat for no 
more than three to five days, however. In sunny re- 
gions, this is long enough to make the system immedi- 
ately practical, but in cold-weather regions longer 
periods of sunless weather make solar heating an un- 
profitable venture. 

Also, the cost of installation is high today—about 
twice that of a conventional heating system. But ex- 
perts predict that mass production will cut prices 50 to 
7o per cent within LO or 20 years.

ROSES

YOU’RE LUCKY to be buying roses to- 
day. Stems are stiffer, foliage is heavier, 
and colors are clearer and certainly more 
fade-resistant than in the roses that your 
grandmother and grandfather knew. 
Today you can choose from brilliant 
new colors wholly unknown 15 years ago. 
The showy floribundas and new stiff-caned 


climbers suit today’s gardens perfectly. 


Here’s what roses can do for you— 


Choose floribunda types or hybrid teas if you’re want- 
ing color outside and something for cutting. Floribundas 
are bushier and they top each stem with several flowers. 
Many floribundas have flowers as beautifully shaped as 
the hybrid teas, which are true show roses. 

Floribundas and hybrid teas need the same care. But 
the floribundas need a little more room. 

The new, large-flowered climbers behave quite like 
the floribundas but have taller stems, stems stiff enough 
to do without the conventional rose trellis. These three 
groups will do beautiful things for you if you buy good 
plants this spring, and give them reasonable care. There 
are also miniatures for the rock garden, trailers for bank 
covers, older bush types that bloom only in June. 


How to start off well with roses— 


First, buy only dormant plants from reputable rose 
firms, plants already started in cans or other containers, 
or dormant (not in active growth) plants with roots well 
protected in special packages. Don’t waste your time 
and space on so-called “bargain” roses. 

Note that rose plants are sold by grades. No. l’s are 
the best in the regular trade. They have more, heavier, 
and longer stems. Consider the few cents extra asked for 
No. l’s, over those graded 1%, as a good investment.

The ABC's of summer care of roses

Cut stems of faded blooms back to a five-part leaf. 
To control blackspot and other diseases, also the 
pests that spoil foliage and suck sap, keep foliage 
coated lightly with special rose dust or spray.

Hardboard and oak edge trims are finished only with brown stain wax. This 
prevents glue and paint from sticking: deep scratches vanish with simple re- 
waxing. Tool boards and trim of upper cabinets have the same finish.

Tool boards are framed with |x2-inch oak, which serves 
as furring strips for mounting. Note bar-clamp storage trick at the left. 


Shelves on upper cabinets are adjustable; they re mounted 
on regular shelf supports. A flip puts them at an angle to 
store small tools, or they can lie flat for regular storage. 
Shelves can also be removed so tools can be hung by hooks 


on perforated-hardboard panels in back. 


Tool boards and upper cabinets are 3x4 feet in size. All have 
perforated-hardboard backs and, when any other location be- 
comes more convenient, they can be quickly interchanged or 
moved by simply loosening several screws. 

Most tools are stored in closed cabinets and drawers. This keeps 


them out of children’s reach; away from sawdust.

Know your spaghetti 


Italian Meat Balls: 
4 slices dry bread 


1 pound ground beef 
2 eggs 


¥4 cup grated Romano cheese 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

1 clove garlic, minced 

1 teaspoon crushed oregano 

1 teaspoon salt 

Dash pepper 

. . . 

2 tablespoons olive or salad oil 
Soak bread in water 2 or 3 minutes, 
then squeeze out moisture. Com- 
bine soaked bread with remaining 
ingredients except oil, mixing well. 
Form in small balls (about 20). 
Brown slowly in hot oil. Add to 
Spaghetti Sauce and cook 30 min- 
utes as directed (top of page 81). 

How to cook spaghetti: Use a 
large pan so there is plenty of room 
for the strands to cook separately 
and for the water to bubble briskly. 
And use lots of water for cooking— 
3 quarts water (many Italians rec- 


ommend 4 quarts) for 8 ounces of 


pasta (best for even a handful!). 
Add about 1 teaspoon salt for each 
quart water, and have water boil- 
ing vigorously before adding pasta. 
You may also like to add a tea- 
spoon of olive or salad oil to the wa- 
ter—this helps prevent sticking. A 
good tip, especially for large pasta 
like lasagne or manicotti. 

Instead of breaking long spa- 
ghetti, hold a handful at one end

and dip the other into the bubbling 
water. As the spaghetti softens, curl 
it around in pan till the whole 
length is dunked. 

Don’t cover; stir at the start of 
cooking to prevent sticking. Cook 
until tender, but firm. The thinner 
or finer the pasta, the faster it cooks 
—be a pot watcher. Drain immedi- 
ately when done. 

To keep spaghetti hot: Drain 
in a colander and set colander over 
pan containing small amount boil- 
ling water. Coat spaghetti with 3 
or 4 tablespoons butter or marga- 
rine (for 6 servings) to keep the 
strands from sticking together. Cov- 
er the colander. 

Or for a short time, you may re- 
turn drained spaghetti to the emp- 
ty cooking pan, add butter, then 
cover to keep it warm. 

To sauce spaghetti: Place the 
drained spaghetti in warm serving 
bowl, add part of the sauce (and if 
you like, sprinkle with Parmesan 
cheese). With 2 forks, lift spaghet- 
ti so sauce coats the strands—you 
do this almost as you would to toss 
a salad. Top spaghetti with re- 
maining sauce. 

For easy eating: Have trouble 
with long spaghetti? Spear only a 
few strands, then twirl the fork 


against your plate (or a spoon if 


you prefer)—come the ends, you 
have a neat bite. Fun to eat this 
way, too. E buon appetito!

Party fun tor your youngsters 


By Ann Usher 


Panic for children need not be 
expensive. Nor need they wait till 
the young host’s birthday. A child 
whose birthday is in the summer 
will enjoy having a party during 
the school year, for then it’s easier 
to assemble school friends. 

Children should share in the 
party preparations. ‘hat way, it’s 
fun instead of work, and a good 
creative experience for them. 

Here are ways to make the party 
festive and fun: 

Invitations 

A birthday party—Make small 
folders of colored paper. Paste a 
small snapshot of the birthday 
child on the outside. Write in 
white ink on the inside, a rhyme 
about his birthday, age, and the 
time of the party. 


Circus party—On plain enve- 
lopes, print this jingle: “‘A circus 
party there will be—Blow up the 
balloon and you will see.’ Inflate 
small balloons and write with a 
ball point pen the necessary in- 
formation: “.\t Karen’s house 
Wednesday, the 5th, 3:30 to 5:00.” 
Deflate balloons, seal in the en- 
velopes, and deliver. 


A valentine 
party—Cut 6- 
inch hearts out 
of red drawing 
paper. Separate 
each into two 
parts for a “‘bro- 
ken heart” 
cut jaggedly from indentation at 
top down to tip. No two hearts 
should be cut apart in exactly the 
same way. On each _half-heart, 
write your invitation, plus the ad- 
monition, “Bring this broken heart 
to find your Secret Pal.” The 
guests will enjoy fitting the edges 
to find the matching half. 





Decorations 

Birthday party—The table with 
its cake centerpiece, brightly col- 
ored favors and napkins, and the 
birthday gifts in their gay wrap- 
pings are usually all the decoration 
needed for birthday parties. Flow- 
ers in season are nice, but their 
containers should be placed high 
(on mantel or chest) so they won't 
be tipped over. Colorful, gas-filled 
balloons hovering against the ceil- 
ing add a gala note to any party. 


Circus party— Balloons are a nat- 
ural here. By rubbing the inflated 
balloons against your clothing for 
a minute, you will create enough 
static to make them adhere to the 
walls. If there’s an artist in the 
family, ask for painted circus post- 
ers of bareback riders, elephants, 
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trapeze performers, clowns, and so 
on. And anyone can draw on a big 
sheet of butcher paper a large-scale 
clown’s face, with gaping mouth. 
Top the face with a pomponed, 
peaked, clown’s hat. Fasten the 
clown to the side of a large card- 
board box; cut a hole in the box 
for the clown’s open mouth. At 
game time, have the children toss 
table tennis balls or jelly beans into 
the clown’s mouth. 


Valentine’s Day party—Red pa- 
per hearts of different sizes, taped 
to red and white ribbons and hung 
from overhead light fixtures, will 
theme the party. 
Table Arrangements 

A lollipop centerpiece is easily 
arranged and can be used at birth- 
day, circus, or valentine parties. 
Place a piece of modeling clay in a 
low bowl or basket. Insert lollipop 
sticks in the clay. The colorful can- 
dies are your “flowers.”” Surround 
the base with 
leaves. If fresh 
green leaves are 
unavailable, use 
the tops from 
lettuce and car- 
rots. Give the 
lollipops as fa- 
vors when the children are leaving. 

If possible, seat all the children 
at one large table. Use a paper 
tablecloth or plastic place mats. 
Colored paper plates and _ plastic 
spoons add to the gay appearance 
of the table and cut cleaning and 
dishwashing time for you. 


Place-markers—With bright red 
nail polish, write each guest’s name 
on his beverage glass. The names 
can be removed later with nail 
polish remover. 

For a circus party, paint the 
name of each child on a balloon 
and tie it with a long string to his 
chair. 

Refreshments 

An unusual party cake can be 
made by icing a round cake with 
pink icing, then pressing fresh pop- 
corn into the icing. For circus par- 
ty use animal crackers in the same 
way. 

Another idea: lightly _ press 
cooky cutter into icing. Animal, 
flower, heart, or diamond shapes 
are effective. Fill the outline with 
icing tinted a contrasting color. 
For instance, red hearts on white 
icing for a valentine party.

An ice cream 
cone clown is 
fun. Place a big 
round cooky on 
each plate, 
topped with a

or white ice cream for a head (can- 
dies for eyes, nose, and mouth).

When the guests are very young, 
paper bibs are more manageable. 
They can be made by stitching to- 
gether two large paper dinner nap- 
kins, then attaching gay ribbon 
ties to the corners of the napkins. 
Paste on colored stars, seals, and so 
forth or draw designs with crayons. 
Children .can take bibs home. A 
variation: fasten paper napkins 
around the child’s neck with color- 
ful, plastic clip clothespins.

Drop-ceiling construction is easy to do 


Determine height new 
ceiling will be— usually 
7 to 7! 5 feet from floor. 
With a chalk line or 
level, mark wall height you 
want. Be sure to allow 
enough room for lighting. 
Since support members 
and trim pieces will be 
fastened to the studs, now 
is the best time to locate 
and mark for them. 


Support member for the 
ceiling is a simple T-shaped 
brace made with plywood 
or regular Ix3 lumber. 

Width of the bottom 
piece is 2!5 inches: a 34- 
inch-thick “stretcher” piece 
is centered on it to form 
the *4-inch “lip.” 

End pieces (see below ) 
are trimmed so the ceiling 
material can be lifted to 
service light fixtures.

How to close up an interior doorway 


Remove door and hinges 
first. Then pry off the 
molding. Work with a wide 
chisel or pry bar so you 
won't damage the wall. 
Nails that hold jamb and 
header come out next. If 
you can’t pull them, saw 
them off with a hacksaw 
blade between jamb, studs. 





Remove the door saddle 
(threshold) next: then lift 
out the jamb and header. 

If this unit is stuck, try 
tapping it at the top and 
bottom with your hammer. 

If it still refuses to give, 
check to see that all nails 
have been pulled out. 

Be as careful as you can 
while you work so you can 
salvage the jamb, header, 
and threshold for possible 
use on other projects. 


At top and bottom of 
opening, position and nail 
a 2x4, face side down. 

This gives you a flat 
surface for nailing 2x4 studs 
at each side of the opening 
and in the center. 

These studs must be flush 
with other wall studs that 
are exposed at each side. 


Cover the opening with 
material that matches the 
old. If the wall is lath and 
plaster and you don’t want 
to fill the opening with it, 
use gypsum wallboard. 
Fasten material (here it’s 
plywood) to studs with 
finishing nails, driven below 
the surface. If you use 
wallboard, be sure to use 
special wallboard nails. 
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How to make valance for indirect lighting 


Component parts consist 
of 34-inch-thick plywood 
ends, a strip of 14-inch 
perforated hardboard, and 
a fluorescent fixture. 

To obtain correct spacing, 
lay out the entire unit on 
your workbench or floor. 

After you determine the 
spacing, you can assemble 
the valance with glue and 
brads. Or, if it’s easier, 
fasten it together on wall. 


Install the fluorescent 
fixture first. If you don't 
have the know-how, better 
call an electrician. 

End pieces of the valance 
are nailed to the wall: 
perforated hardboard is then 
nailed and glued to them. 

If unit won't go from 
wall to wall, fasten on the 
ends with angle braces and 
flange-type anchor bolts. 





Baseboard and quarter- 
round (if it’s needed to 
match) are fastened on last. 

Fill the holes and cracks 
with wood plastic to match, 
or use a water-mixed putty 
for this, if the base is to be 
painted the room color. 

The other side of the 
opening should be finished 
the same way, matching the 
trim, color, and so on. 


Fill the cracks and nail 
holes around the opening 
with a spackling compound. 
If you're using gypsum 
wallboard, you can buy 
special joint tape and cement 
to the exposed joints, nails. 
When the cement dries, 
sand the surfaces smooth 
and seal them with a wall 
primer. Sand again before 
you paint room. Matching 
colors should be applied last.

What about solar electricity? En- 
gineers have bold, long-range 
plans, but for the present they’re 
limited to silicon cells and bat- 
teries.

More practical is the use of solar 
cell and battery units in small, 
portable generators and in radio 
and television stations. These units, 
even though they're under 10 kilo- 
watts, will open new frontiers. In 
Africa, for example, they could 
supply electricity for an entire vil- 
lage. In America, they could elec- 
trify remote farm buildings, pas- 
ture and summer 
cabins. Solar cells can replace kero- 
sene and gasoline lamps on camp- 
ing trips. The U.S. Army is cur- 
rently testing solar-powered radio 
transmitters and hand lights. Hos- 
pitals look to solar packs for emer- 


fences, barns, 


gency powel 
B.. ause the population increase, 
which has already brought on fuel 
shortages, also creates food short- 
ages, agricultural experts hope so- 
lar energy can be used to improve 
farm production. Unlimited water 
from solar pumps will help increase 


yields, of course, but solar farming 
might provide even more complete 
solutions. How? One idea, now un- 
der study at the University of Cali- 
fornia, is to reflect additional sun- 
light onto crops. Another is to 
build plastic-covered fields that 
can hold the sun’s energy in an 
atmosphere rich with nitrogen, 
which speeds plant growth.

Sulir-penered automobiles have 
a less predictable future. A vice-

Far removed from such dreams 
is the prospect of solar engines. 
Experimentation has been going 
on for several generations, and to- 
day solar engines are using heated 
water or air to move pistons, and 
are producing favorable results in 
tests being conducted in Holland, 
Indo-China, and the United States. 
In 30 years, we may see solar-pow- 
ered elevators, cement mixers, and 


garage doors. 


We have come a long way since 


Archimedes’ use of mirrors to set 
the Roman fleet afire in 212 B.C. 
Already solar cells are found in 
satellites; tomorrow they will be 
in space stations. Natural gas, pe- 
troleum, coal, and wood, caught 
in a spiraling web of diminishing 
reserves, face eventual exhaustion. 


Conventional electricity, up against - 


unprecedented demands for serv- 
ice, cannot replace them. Even 
atomic power is limited. Not so 
with the sun: its power is limitless. 
All we need do is control it.
